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Eck explores the four principles of home design 


“Americans build an extraordinary number of 
houses each year, over a million and counting,” 
according to Boston architect Jeremiah Eck 
FAIA, “but ask anyone who has witnessed this 
sprouting and you often hear the same refrain: 
“Why are there so few houses of character out 
there?” 


Eck provides a few answers to this question in 
the BSA Lecture series at the Boston Public 
Library on October 22. “Principles of Home: 
Saltbox to Sopranos” is the title of Eck’s slide- 
lecture during which he will illustrate four sim- 
ple, timeless principles he believes “can help 
bridge the chasm separating the small number 
of houses designed by architects and the very 
large number built by homeowners, builders, 
and developers.” (The home pictured above was 
designed by the architecture firm of Van Dam 
& Renner.) 


Eck is the senior partner of Jeremiah Eck 
Architects in Boston and specializes in residen- 


tial and private-school projects. He is a former 
lecturer in architecture at the Harvard Design 
School and is an accomplished landscape 
painter. Houses designed by Eck have won 
numerous design awards and have been featured 
in hundreds of books, magazines and newspa- 
pers. More recently, he is the author of The 
Distinctive Home: A Vision of Timeless Design 
published this year by Taunton Press (and avail- 
able from the BSA). Eck’s October 22 slide-lec- 
ture will be drawn in large part from his new 
book, which may be 
purchased during the 
lecture.

State addresses “proprietary 
specs” for public projects 


The Massachusetts Inspector General has issued an 
advisory affecting public construction projects in the 
Commonwealth and the use of proprietary specifica- 
tions that “cite specific brand names or have the effect 
of restricting a procurement to one product”. 


The advisory resulted from a selective review by the 
Office of the Inspector General (at the request of State 
Sen. Stanley Rosenberg) of the use of proprietary 
specs in contracts for construction including the repair 
of roofs on school buildings throughout the state. 
Based on this review, the Inspector General concluded 
that “public awarding authorities would benefit from 
amplification of the legal requirements for specifying 
materials to be used on public construction projects”. 
The Inspector General also has proposed amending 
MGL c.30, §39(b), the state law that governs specifi- 
cations for building materials, in order to clarify the 
requirements governing the use of proprietary specs.

New continuing-education 
requirements explained 


Massachusetts’ new continuing-education require- 
ments have been the subject of many questions direct- 
ed to the BSA since the state announced a few 
months ago that continuing education is now manda- 
tory for architects wishing to renew their licenses. The 
BSA has worked with the Board of Registration of 
Architects to develop a checklist of all the questions 
raised thus far with answers to those questions provid- 
ed by the Board of Registration. To review the check-

Mentoring program takes off 


The new BSA Mentoring Program is up and running, 
with a list of architects eager to share their insights 
and experiences with young designers and perhaps to 
develop a lasting relationship with such a colleague.
